Kanut Sl«t« University was ettabtUhed in February, 1863, when the 
State of Kansac accepted, from the trustees of Manhattan's Bluemont Central 
Cotiegei the Bfuemont College Building and 100 acres of land to fstabn^ 
the, first land grant college organized under the Morrill Act. 

the Morril) Act, signed by President Lincoln, July 2, established a 
nation-wide sy^m of land grant colleges and universities. Uncler provisions 
of the act, Kansas, by accepting the terms of the act, was granted 30,000 
acres of public land for each niember of congress. Kansas had one repre- 
sentative and two senators at the time and received 90,000 acres. 

The land granted ettd the income from the sate of the land was to Be 
used by at least one college in the state at which the main purpose would 
be "to teach such branches of learning as are related to agriculture and 
mechanics arts." 

At the University's beginning in 1863, there were 52 students and one 

classroom building. Since that time, K-State has expanded its facilities many 
tinries over and has a student enrollment of more than 8,000. Now the 
University teaches not only agriculture and mechanics arts, but teaches and 
explores nearly every fl^d of knowledge. |

Two K-Staie Professors 
Study Weather PrecUction 



Two K -State professors are 

eondveting a study of weather 
whidi majr erentaall]r enable 
tlMn to predict wet or dry 
matber for any given day. , 

Dr. A. M. Fejrertaerm, associ- 
ate professor of. siattatiM and 
Dr. Li. Dean Bark, associate pro- 
teisor of' phr»l<M, are studying 
the weather to determine a pat- 
tern for iBtmpratatlon of wmUi* 
er data. 

Fayerherm and Bark say that 
with the aid of high speed com- 
puters it is feasible to calculate 
the probabilities for all possible 
dry and wet day seqnencee that 
may occur between tWo apoeiflod 
dates. 

The resulto of this study have 
many practical applications, es- 
pecially in agriculture. An esti- 
mation of the probabilities of 
wet and dry days has obvious 
aflvanUges for farmers since 
rainfall patterns play an impor-
